A president, as the democrats them- 


selves luve contended ever since Gen- 
eral Grant changed his politics, should 
be above all things else a statesman. 
A knowledge of other than purely civic 
affairs is not, of course, a disqualifica- 
tion, but neither is it a requisite. The 
officer who holds the scales between 
congress and the people, whose veto or 
approval of a measure is equal to a 
couple of hundred legislative votes, who 
is beset with appeals Cor or against 
causes the; inward character of which is 
revealed only by the keenest scrutiny, 
whose freedom of action is hedged about 
by numberless direct and indirect con- 
stitutional restrictions—such an officer 
ought to be one competent to solve 
state problems and willing to recognize 
the delicacy of others which require la- 
borious study. General Garfield, by his 
professional training, as well as by his 
long experience in the popular branch 
of congress, is fitted for just this sort 
of work.

As Mr. Douglas stepped to the front he 


was greeted with a most cordial reception. 
He spoke deliberately for one hour and 
ten minutes, as follows: 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN.—"It is with 


peculiar pleasure that I have the honor 
to-night of appearing before au audience, 
many of whom rerncmbei my father and 
knew him personally. You can scarcely 
tell how gratifying it is to a son to think 
and to know that after lie has rested 
quietly in the grave for nineteen years, 
that he is so kindly, so warmly—I may say 
so tenderly—remembered by this people, 
and that on his account you should greet 
his son with that heartiness which you 
have shown me." The speaker was born a 
Democrat, and iu his youthful days the 
name had a peculiar sound to his car.— 
He was ashamed to confess that in his 
youthful moments St. Peter, St. Paul and 
General Jackson were all mixed up to- 
gether, with the odds decidedly in favor 
of General Jackson. 
(Applause.) 
He 


then believed in total depiavlty and uni- 
versal damnation so far as the Republican 
party was concerned. At thut time he 
did not know what the Lord created the 
party for or why he permitted it to exist. 
He believed that itwasstnt as a bitter 
trial to the saints—"and it has been a 
fearful trial!" (Great laughter.) In his 
youth he was a Democrat- a Douglas 
Democrat; before he had attained his 
majority he attended a Democratic meet- 
ing, and when the meeting broke up, the 
crowd gave three cheers for Jeff Davis ;

Those 
scenes—all facts—made the speaker a 
Republican.

The speaker then facetiously al- 


i luded to the Chicago convention, and 


when he pronounced the name of General

man. He woke up one morning enthuse 
for Grant and when he went to bed tha 
night he cheered for Garfleld, the soldie 
and statesman, a man thoroughly quali 
fied for the exalted position of President 
(Cheers.) From 1868 down the Democrat 
have been afraid of a aoldier candidat 
for President. Garfield is a soldier, 
i 


statesman, a leader among leaders. Th 
Democrats have adopted the mud-throw 
ing plan for 1880. 
They are better quali 


fled to do that thing than anything else 
and the friends of that party gulp it al 
down as gospel truth, which led thi 
speaker to remark that the Democrats 
were better qualified to become Christians 
than any class of people he could call to 
mind, because their faith was BO great— 
they could believe anything so .easily, no 
matter how unreasonable it was! (Laugh 
ter.) The speaker then made laughter 
provoking hits at Hancock and his rou- 
tine army habits for the past 40 years. He 
declared that it was not the Union sol- 
diers that nominated Hancock at Cincin- 
nati, but the ex-confederate soldiers of 
the South, led by the brigadier delegates 
from Louisiana. Hancock has no army 
or political record, and is simply put up 
as sauce for the northerners. He is the 
candidate of a notorious flopping party, 
but he cannot purify it—the Lord, and 
the Lord only, can do that. The Demo- 
cratic party of to-day is the same that it 
has been for the past 20 years, and the 
Republican party—the party that broke 
the back of damning slavery and wiped 
it out, that has pensioned the preservers 
of the Union, that has built our railroads, 
the great civilizers, that has brought the 
United States to the front aa the country 
on earth, that has given us an unsullied 
financial reputation at home and abroad, 
that has given us first-class credit and 
standing with all nations—is the same it 
has always been, honest and progressive. 
Eveiy American is proud of his country, 
and the party that preserved our nation 
should be kept in power, as it surely will 
be, that important pending measures may 
be fulfilled and carried out, and if the op- 
position want to lie recognized by a free- 
dom-loving and progressive people, they 
must be born again. (Applause.) The 
speaker concluded by thanking his hear- 
ers for their kind reception and respect- 
ful attention and took his scat amidst 
great applause.

CLDB OF DECATUK TOWN8BIP IN JIACON 
COUNTY, ILLINOIS : 
ARTICLE I. ThisAssociationshalllieknowr 
as the QARFIBLD AND ARTHUR CLUB or Ds 
CATUH. 


ART. II. Its object shall lie to secure by all 
honorable means, the election of the Republi- 
can candidates forPresidentand Vice-President 
of the United States. 


ART. III. Its officers shall be a President, 
as many Vice-Presidents as it may choose, 
Secretary and a Treasurer, who shall perform 
all the duties usually appertaining to such 
offices, respectively. They shall lie chosen at 
the time of the organization of the club, and 
shall hord their ollices until the close of this 
campaign. 


ART. IV. As soon as practicable after the 
formation of the club, tho President shall ap- 
point an Executive Committee ef seven mem- 
bers, whose duty it shall be to have charge of 
all the Interests of the Association generally, 
and to see that all its orders and resolves are 
faithfully executed. They shall provide for 
meetings of tho club, for the collection of all 
money, and no nubilities shall be incurred ex- 
cept by them or tho President of the club. It 
shall also be their duty to encourage the organ- 
ization of other Oarlleldand Arthur Clubs in 
the different townships of this county. 


ART. V. The meetings of this club shall be 
held at such times and places as it, or its Execu- 
tive Committee, may determine. ' 


ART. VI. It shall bo tho duty of the mem- 
bers ol this club to attend its meetings and to 
promote the object of its organization. 


ART. VII. Any male person over eighteen 
vears of ago may become a member of this 
club by signing this Constitution, or authoriz- 
ing the same to be done for him, therein an- 
nouncing his intention to support the object 
for which this club has been organized. 


ART. VIII. In addition to his other duties, 
the Secretary shall report to Daniel Shepard, 
Secretary of the Republican State Central 
Committee, at Chicago, Illinois, the names and 
addresses of the oUlcers of this club upon the 
organization being effected. 


On motion Secretary Montgomery was 


instructed to copy the names of the 800 
signers to the published call which ap- 
peared in the REPUBLICAN on July 3d, 
5th and 6th, and all Republicans were in- 
vited to sign the roll. 


E. P. Vail, Esq., then read the names 


of the permanent officers of the club, as 
follows:
